The Dignity of the Pastor’s Office, 


‘The increased uncertainty of the relation 
between minister and people, is an alleged 
reason why men refuse to enter upon or re- 
main in the work. In former times, it was 
a settlement for life, and upon-this its desira~ 
bleness and worldly respectability in no small 
part depended. But now, in this country, no 
political appointment is more uncertain of 
continuance than the contract between the 
pastor and the people. Tour or five yearsis 
said to be the average term of its duration. 

Neither the fact nor its pernicious conse- 
quences can be denied, and nothing could 
more clearly show. the unworthy light in 
which the ministerial office is regarded. It 
is perbaps a natural consequence, as the first 
working of the voluntary system, and perhaps 
it is only one of the evidences of that rest- 
lessness of mind and love of change which 
characterizes us asa people. 1 am inclined 
to think, however, that it proceeds still more 
from the undue importance which bas come 
to be attached to the pulpit, and the com- 
parative neglect into which pastoral duties 
haye fallen. To write a good sermon, and 
read it with tolerable propriety, is regarded 
as the one essential qualification, to which 
every thing else is quite subordinate. ‘The 
pernicious custom of frequent exchange of 
pulpits makes the hearers critical, and each 
parish is dissatisfied unless it claims for itself 
the “ best speaker” in the neighborhood. In 
proportion as ministers consent to this per- 
version of things, and, for the sake of becom- 
ing intellectually, better preachers, become 
practically neglectful pastors, the evil must 
increase. ‘The great and peculiar excellence 
of our profession, anda large part of its use- 
fulness,depend upon the pastoral care. With: 
out this, the preaching itself degenerates into 
lecturing, and the relation between minister 
and people becomes more and more superfi- 
cial and secular. Without performance of 
the duties of a pastor, although a man may 
be eloquent, and philosophical, and profound, 
he can not be a practical and efficient prefch- 
er of the gospel. The affection which his 
people feel for him will be slight, and a few 
unpopular sermons, if he happens to be an 
independent man, or the prospect of finding a 
more attractive speaker, if he happens to be 
a dull one, will at any time lead to a dissolu- 
tion of the But what must the condi- 
tion of our churches gradually become, under 
the operation of sucha system of pastoral 
neglect and change? The people will erada- 
ally look for no pastoral in{luence, and their 
minister will have no time or opportunity for 
using it. The two or three years which 
would be needed to place him ina position of 
friendship and trust, are all that he looks 
forward to, and he declines the labor through 
having no hope ofa harvest. Thus the evil 
may go on to inerease, until hiring preachers 
by the year becomes the favorite mode of 
settlement, Instead of a settled ministry, in 
the sacred relation of pastor and people, it 
will be anitinerant lectureship with the church 
for the lyceum, and Sunday for the day of 
travelling. ‘There are already many persons 
who prefer instead of being settled with a 
pastoral care, to live where it may suit their 
convenience, and make engagements by the 
week or month, according to the best offers. 
The same amount of writing thus goesa great 
deal further, and the whole duty of a pastor 
is avoided: I might say the whole usefulness 
of a pastor too, and the excellency and honor 
of the office. 

Tt is an increasing evil of which I speak, 
and one for which hoth people and ministers 
are to blame. But the cure must come chiefly 
from the latter. ‘Though thou teachest 
another, teachest thou not thyself?” Let 
the minister take a higher and nobler view 
of his profession, as the servant of Christ for 
the saving of souls, and if it be but for a sin- 
gle month, let him strive to become the pa 
tor no Jess than the preacher, and I think 
that the evil great as it is, would gradually 
be removed, Congregations would become 
less fickle if they loved their minister as.a 
personal friend and adviser, and some dull- 
ness in the pulpit would be endured before 
families would consent to be bereaved. But 
the faithful pastor is very seldom a dull 
preacher to those who habitually hear him; 
for although he may not be eloquent or great, 
there will be a directness and simplicity and 
fervor in his words, derived from the realities 
of the life he leads, by which his hearers will 
be interested, as by words spoken personally 
to them, and for their personal improvement. 
Few men can alwas satisfy by their preach- 
ing, and each one can have but a limited 
range of ideas. Considered simply as the 
expression of his own thoughts, he will soon 
preach himself out, and uniess the foundations 
of his influence are laid in the affection and 
gratitude of those to whom he ministers, his 
house is built upon the sand, It is no won- 
der that, in almost every such case, ministers 
and people are mutually tired of each other, 
at the end of five or six years. I do not say 
that the whole cure of the evil rests with him; 
but certainly the pastoral relation can never 
become permanent, except through diligent 
attention to the pastoral care. 


One almost fatal consequence of the state 
of things to which I have referred, is its ten- 
dency to make a hireling ministry. A tari(l’ 
of prices is fixed for the day’s work, and the 
Sunday’s preaching is paid for, on the Sun- 
day perhaps, and in the church, upon the ordi- 
dary principles of trade. This may not be 
wrong in itself, for circumstances may justify 
it, and the laborer is worthy of his hires but 
ils tendency as a usual arrangement, and 
pecially whien it comes, as it does in some 
8, to take the place of all other arrange- 
ments, must be to degrade the profession in 
the eyes of those who give and those who re- 
ceive. The laborer 1s worthy of his hire, 
and they whose whole time is given to the 
gospel, must live thereby ; but the less close 
the contract is made between the duty per- 


¢ 


formed and the money earned, the more 
pleasantly and the better will the work be 
done. In fact, preaching is almost the only 
part of a minister’s duty which can be direct- 
ly paid for, and the most important duties of 
his office are such as can not be bought or 
sold. You or I may be paid for preaching 
onthe next Sunday ; but for friendly counsel 
and faithful rebuke, for sympathy: and Iind- 
ness, for consolation to the bereaved and com- 
fort to the dying, would the insult of payment 
be offered, and their pecuniary value fixed ? 
In proportion, therefore, as the work of the 
minister is narrowed down to preaching, it | 
becomes a mercenary work, and the calling | 
of an aposile may rapidly degenerate into a

From his hand away it spun into 
the sea. “Let her go down,” said the in- 
domitable man. ‘The same Romanism said 
to the bravest and ablest king of France, 
“ Make thyself in the eyes of all men au 
apostate and a hypocrite,” and with trem. 
bling he obeyed. Raleigh in the tower, Bun 
yan in Bedford jail, Cervantes in a Spanish 
galley, were free as no convention could con- 
stitute them, and, to testify of it, went forth 
three works, the History of the world, the 
Pilgrim’s Progress, and the story of Don 
Quixote. Such trophies never followed a 
Roman conqueror in his triumph, A soul 
mighty enough transfigures its chains, wears 
its manacles as.a bride her marrage ring, and 
compels the long succession of alter ages to 
consecrate the tokens of its seeming ignom- 
inies with their homage, with thei deepest 
love, and saddest, sweetest tears. Tiere is 
a crucifixion; and the cross itself ascends 
into heaven to shine as chief as the constella- 
tions for ever. 

Thus, certain greatest spirits Having en- 
tered mto the realm of his higher freedom, 
found therein all immunities, as the light of 
all the planets is in the sun, “ He affirms”— 
so the crowned caitiff of Sicily complained 
of Plato—* that a just man must be happy 
in the state of Slavery, as well asin that of 
freedom.” Nor let us, with Dionysius, fancy 
the satement inexcusable, though our tongue 
falter in repeating it. ‘The great soul 
knew what he was saying, and his words 
were weighed in a balance such asfew minds 
or times could ever supply. Indeed, ie had 
the opportunity to put them to a practical 
test; but we do not learn that his deeds dis- 
graced his speech. We behold him bound 
and borne over the barking seas; but can as 
soon pity the eternal azure in time of storm, 
or stars that shine in the cold heaven upon 
wintry nights. So Epictetus was a slave, 
and took a broker limb fron the blows of 
his“ master;” his name is now coupled 
with that of the good emperor, Marcus Anto- 
nius; these were the two last great royal 
souls of stoicism, and they sail down the 
stream of time together, monarch ships, ma- 
jestic still upon that tide whose relentless lips 
haye closed over so many a huge and 
haughty craft— Chris. Examiner.

and cuntrol of their pastor (i v. David Stevens] 
ani the olficiary of Union Wesley station, 

Notice having been given on the day previous, 
a charity sermon was delivered by Rev. 
Clinton, pastor of Join Wesley station, from 
Galations, Gil:chapter and lth verse ; alter whieh, 
the congregation voluntarily contributed the sun 
of thirty-four dollars, or more, which we now 
resent you on their bebalf.. ‘hey furthermore 
re us ure you, Sir, and the sufferers to 
whose relief we have contributed, and for whom 
they cherish those kindly leelings which hamanity: 
and religion inspire, that their continual prayers 
shall be directed to Almighty God, that this 
tilential storm may subside-—that the balmy wings 
of health may overshadow the entire uation— 
and that pure religion, undisturbed peace, and in= 
creasing prosperity, may prevail throughout our 
common country. 

The Mayor of Washington replied, that this 
was the third contribution received from the ¢o- 
lored population. They [the Committee] knew as 
well as he did, that five out of six of the present 
population, of the cities ot Norfolk and Ports 
mouth are colored, anil therefore whatever cont 
butions have been and dre*to be made will be ap= 
propriated, for the greater part, to their assistance. 
He was prond ts say, thatour colored population 
will stand up and perform their duty tothe extent 
of their ability, Phis contribution, just, present- 
ed, of thirty-four dollars, was equal toa thonsand 
from any, other quarter, all the circumstances 
being considered; in other words, a fair propor- 
tion of the gencrous gifts for the relief of suffering 
humanity. He considered their contribution 
liberal, and should take great pleasure in men- 
tioning it in connection with others, 

‘The Committee retired, apparently pleased 
with their courteons reception. We happened to 
be present, and were much gratilicd with the 
proceedings.

conscience is cloven down; editors are driven 
into exile, and their presses destroyed; the 
Gospel is fettered, and its mouth-piece gag- 
nd all compacts and agreements are 
idiously overturned. All this is the legi- 


timate fruit of the tree; and unless we lay 
the axe at the rool of the tree, and cut it 
down, and give it to the consuming fire, we 


do nothing—we are lost. I thank God 

for any kind of opposition to slavery, and am 
glad that any issue is raised ; and I will re- 
spect every honest effort in bebalf of freedoin. 
Bat, until we cease to strike hands religiously, 
politically and governmentally wih the 
South, and declare the Union to be at an 
end, I believe we can do nothing even against 
the encroachments of the Slave Power upon 
our rights. When will the-people of the 
North see that it is not possible for liberty 
and slavery to commingle, or for a true Union 
to be formed between freemen and slavehold- 
ers? Between those who oppress and the} 
oppressed, no concord is possible. This 
ion—it is a Jie, an imposture, and our 
business is, to seek its utter overthrow. 

Tn this Union, there are three millions and a 
half of slaves, clanking their chains in hope- 
less bondage. Tet the Union be accursed! 
Look at the awfisl compromises of the Con- 
stitution, by which that instrument is satur- 
ated with the blood of the slave! But even 
if every word of it were unexceptionable, the 
fact would be none the less palpable, that it 
is not a question of parehment, but of moral 
possibilities. ¢ How can two walk together, 
except they are agreed?” We are against 
slavery. ‘Tbe slaveholders say to us, ‘ If we 
-eatch you south of Mason and Dixou'’s line, 
we will lynch you.” ‘They declare that no 
man shall be put into office, who does not go 
for everlasting and universal slavery. [ow 
great the insanity of the Nocth! 
son, it has foolishly revealed the secret of its 
strength, ay, and the source of its weakness; 
and the Philistives of the South have taken 
captive, put out its eyes, and made it grind 
in the prison-house for them ; and if, at last 
it shall rise in its returning strength, it will 
be to fee for the pillars of this heaven-accurs- 
ed Union, and bring it to the ground. Sam- 
son told Delilah that if she should cut off his 
Jocks, he would be weak as other men. 'I'hen, 
said the Philistines, we know where the secret 
of his strength lies ; and the deed was done. 
, the folly and infatuation of the people 
of the North!’ For sixty-eight years, we 
have been telling the slavebolders that we 
consider the preservation of the American 
Union paramount to all other considerations!

1 will give allegiance | 
to no Government which does not proiect his 
ights with my own. Therefore, I stand 
outside of this Government, and, by the help 
of God, I mean to effect its overthrow. ‘That 
seems to me to be the only consistent course 
tobe taken. ‘No Union with Slavebolders!? 
2 Because they will have no Union 
with us, unless we will join ia their villany. 
I do not know what anti-slavery men mean 
by saying they are opposed to slavery, and 
yet for preserving the Union. The colored 
man who glorifies the Union which makes 
him an outlaw, is beside himself. Our first 
duty is to pronounce the American Union 
accursed of God—to arraign every man who 
supports it, and tell bim,as Jesus told the 
tich young man in the Gospel, that whatever

ie may have done, one thing he yet 
lacketh: he must give up his support of ‘the 
jon. Why continue the experiment any 
ger? It is all madness and delusion ; let 
this slaveholding Union go; and when it goes, 
slavery will go down with it. Whatever 
‘stands in the way of freedom, I am for its 
overthrow, The slaveholders are powerless 
without us. Jt is the North, after all, which 
has done this evil work. Our business is 
with ourselves. The people of the North 
hold in their hands the key whereby the dun- 
geon’s door may be opened, and the slaves 
set free. We have little to do with the 
slayeholders. I do not address myself to 
‘them they are incapable of hearing or un- 
derstanding our arguments ; they are insane 
men. My appeal is not to them, but to the 
people of the North, who are the props and 
the pillars of the slave system. Let our rally- 
ing ery be, «No Union with Slaveholders, 
Palais or politically” Let us up with 
the flag of disunion, that we may havea free 
Northern Republic of our own, by the side 
of which no slaveholding despotism can exist.

It is| 
fatal to any people, to be ignorant of the 
relation, tivy sustain to their Creator, Re- 
deemer, and King, and the ruins, of duty 
not done, must follow, in the absence of 
such information. There is but little hope 
of family success, until its member under- 
stand ¢heir relations to it, and be induced, 
by the obligation, they impose, to discharge 
their duties in it. The mission of the church, 
in our world, is too important, for us, not to 
know our relations tu it. Its existence, on 
earth, will depend upon its members doing 
their duty. What would our world be 
without a Christian church in it? and is 
that @ Christian church, in which its mem- 
bers perform wot their duty? Our relations 
to our country are various, and the duties, 
from such, are many and onerous. To be 
patriots, or lovers of our country, we must 
know it, and our relations to it, ‘To have

Arrival of the “ Asia.” 
Hauirax, Nov. 7, 1855, 

‘The Asia arrived at this port last night- 

The Russians, on the 18th, blew up their 
batteries on Octchokoff point, opposite Kin- 
burn, which commands the enterance to the 
Dnieper. By this capture the allies are in | 
full command of the mouth of the great line | 
of-river communication, in the rear_of the 
Russian force in the Crimea. 

News from Sebastopol not important, 
principally relating to the manaeuvres of the 
two armies. 

The substance of news appears to be, that 
they are moving forward systematically, and 
the Russians are retiring in good order back 
upon their positions. 

The French and Sardinians have advanc- 
ed-from the Tchernaya and Baider lines, and 
correspondents say they are within five miles 
of Bakshi Serai. 

The Russias have 13 Infantry Divisions 
opposite to the allied lines. 

October 12.—English correspondents say 
that the Russians on the north side of Sebas- 
topol were falling back by detachments on 
Perekop. ‘There was, however, no diminu- 
tion in the fire between the Forts and Bat- 
teries of Sebastopol. 

The English and French were engaged 
in clearing the ruins of the city.

“The Allies, 40,000 strong, marched from 
Eupatoria towards the Toulat. Nothing has 
occurred between Kinburn and Nicholaciff.” 

English letters say gunboats had recun- 
noitered the rear of Nicholaeiff. 

The whole of the Russian militia had been 
ordered to march to reinforce the army of 
the south.
